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Charity  isn't  the  only  thing  that  "begins  at  home.    Economy  does  too... for 


according  to  the  best  authorities 


economy  originally  meant  managing  the  house- 


hold. 


Today  the  meaning  has  "broadened  so  much  that  as  far  as  a  home  is  concerned, 
mere  management  doesn't  always  include  economy.    Ordinarily  it's  sort  of  a  per- 
sonal affair  today  whether  household  management  and  economy  mean  the  same  thing. 

At  the  moment,  however,  these  are  not  ordinary  times... and  economy... as  we 
know  the  term. ..and  household  management  should  he  synonymous.    Take  the  matter  of 
saving  used  fats  for  example. 

It  is  vitally  necessary  that  homemakers  continue  to  manage  their  homes  with 
economy  in  this  respect.    As  you  know,  America  used  to  depend  upon  islands  in  the 
Pacific  for  popra. . .  which  is  a  good  source  of  oil. 

When  peace  was  announced. . .many  homemakers  may  have  felt  they  could  stop  sav- 
ing used,  fats  because  the  United  States  could  again  get  its  usual  supply  from  the 
Pacific. 

If  this  were  true ...  saving  used  fats  would  he  the  individual  concern  of  every 
homemaker.    She  could  save  them  for  her  own  use  or  not... as  she  wished.    But  it 
isn't  true... and  whether  or  not  you  turn  used  fats  in  to  your  butcher  is  still  the 

J 

concern  of  the  nation. 

When  peace  came... it  made  very  little  difference  as  far  as  the  American  supply 
of  £&t  and  oil  was  concerned.    It  stopped  only  one  important  use... that  for  ex- 
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plosives.  All  other  uses... for  lubricants,  medicines,  soap  and  many  others, . .will 
continue.  And  the  peace  cannot  increase  our  supply  from  the  Pacific. ..for  it  will 
take  several  months  to  start  the  usual  flow  of  supplies. 

Mills  have  to  he  rebuilt. . .and  transportation. . .both  between  islands  in  the 
Pacific  and  to  this  country. . .has  to  be  reestablished.    All  of  this  takes  time  and 
labor.    No  one  can  hurry  the  time  it  will  take... and  no  one  can  do  much  about  labor 
...for  it  is  needed  to  raise  food  and  to  rebuild  villages. 

Briefly  it  all  adds  up  to  the  statement  that  American  homemakers  must  continue 
to  manage  their  households. . .or  practice  economy. . .and  save  used  fats.    If  you  con- 
tinue, .  .you'  11  be  economizing  just  in  time... for  our  national  supply  is  at  a  critic- 
cally  low  ebb... which  can  be  raised  largely  through  your  economy. 
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
